Registration  for  these  courses  will  be  conducted  at  the 
first  class  meeting.  It  is  important  that  students  who 
have  never  previously  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School 
write  well  in  advance  of  the  beginning  of  the  course 
to  the  Registrar  for  application  blanks  and  submit  to 
him  their  official  credentials.  When  this  is  not  done, 
such  students  will  be  expected  to  present  official  cre- 
dentials to  the  Registrar's  representative  who  will  be 
present  at  the  center  at  the  first  class  meeting.  Former 
graduate  students  at  the  University  of  Illinois  need 
only  to  report  to  the  proper  center  on  the  registration 
date. 

All  students  should  be  prepared  to  pay  the  required 
fee  by  check  or  money  order  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
class.  No  student  is  registered  until  his  fees  are  paid 
and  his  credentials  accepted. 


Credit  and  Fees 

Each  course  described  except  Education  E195  carries 
one  unit  of  graduate  credit,  and  the  tuition  fee  is 
twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  payable  at  the  time  of  en- 
rollment. Students  registering  for  two  units  of  work 
in  Education  E195  will  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each  semester  at  the  time  of  enrollment. 
Students  who  register  for  one  unit  of  work  in  Educa- 
tion E195  will  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  twelve  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  each  semester  at  the  time  of  enrollment.

REFUNDS — In  general,  no  refunds  of  fees  will  be 
made.

Such  application  must  present  substantial  and  convinc- 
ing evidence  of  incapacity  to  pursue  the  course  as  a 
result  of  circumstances  not  within  the  control  of  the 
student.

Announcement 

Students  who  began  their  extramural  graduate  work  in 
September,  1941,  or  thereafter,  may  apply  no  more  than 
four  units  of  graduate  credit  earned  through  extra- 
mural courses  toward  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Master  of  Science. 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  may  be  applied 
toward  graduate  work  beyond  the  degrees  of  Master 
of  Arts  or  Master  of  Science  only  in  individual  cases, 
and  upon  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 
Such  approval  must  be  obtained  not  later  than  the  time 
of  registration  for  such  courses. 


Requirements  for  Admission 

Registration  in  any  of  these  courses  does  not  necessarily 
imply  registration  in  the  Graduate  School  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.

(a)  Admission  as  a  Visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  School  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge.  Reg- 
istration as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at  any 
future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course  attended 
by  him  as  a  visitor. 

(b)  Admission  to  Regular  Standing  in  the  Graduate 
School.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Graduate  School  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  School 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work 
towards  a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered 
on  the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

(c)  Admission  as  a  Special  Graduate  Student.  A  stu- 
dent with  a  low  undergraduate  record  but  otherwise 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  School  may  be 
admitted  as  a  Special  Graduate  Student.    A  student  in 


this  classification  is  not  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  The 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  has  authority  to  place 
such  a  student  in  regular  standing  and  to  count  work 
done  under  Special  status  for  a  degree  provided  the 
student's  graduate  record  proves  to  be  excellent.

Course:  Education  El  15,  Education  and  the  Problems 
of  Personality,  is  a  study  of  personality  development  as 
influenced  by  home,  school,  and  community.  Attention 
is  given  to  (1)  Conditions  underlying  wholesome  per- 
sonality development,  (2)  Causes  of  maladjustment, 
(3)  Diagnosis  and  remedial  treatment  of  personality 
defects,  and  (4)  The  application  of  the  mental  hygiene 
viewpoint  to  the  organization  and  conduct  of  the  school. 
The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  discussions,  and 
reports,   supplemented   by   studies   of   individual   pupils.

Moline 

Course:  Education  E129,  The  Junior  College.  This 
course  will  consider  the  place  of  the  junior  college  in 
the  modern  program  of  public  education.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  social,  economic,  and  other 
changes  which  have  given  the  impetus  toward  develop- 


ment  of  post-secondary  education  as  found  in  junior 
colleges,  area  vocational  schools,  and  technical  institutes. 
The  inter-relationships  among  these  institutions  and 
their  relationship  to  adult  education  will  be  considered.

Olney 

Course:  Education  E136,  Diagnostic  and  Remedial 
Programs  of  the  Schools,  is  designed  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing demands  of  classroom  teachers  and  adminis- 
trators at  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  school 
levels  for  work  in  this  field.  It  will  treat  methods  of 
identifying  pupils  needing  remedial  instruction;  tech- 
niques for  diagnosing  causes  of  difficulties ;  and  mate- 
rials, .  procedures,  and  plans  for  carrying  out  the 
remedial  treatment.  Attention  will  be  given  to  remedial 
work  in  both  the  tool  and  content  subjects  with  special 
emphasis  upon  reading.  The  work  of  the  course  will 
be  determined  largely  by  the  needs  and  interests  of 
those  enrolled.  Opportunities  will  be  provided  to  do 
actual  diagnostic  and  remedial  work  with  some  pupil  or 
class,  or  to  organize  a  remedial  program  to  meet  a 
specific  school  situation.

Ottawa 

Course:  Education  E22,  Visual  and  Auditory  Instruc- 
tional Aids,  will  deal  with  the  effective  utilization  of 
visual  and  auditory  aids  as  instructional  devices.  The 
functions,  possibilities,  and  limitations  of  such  aids  will 
be  surveyed.  Standards  for  the  appraisal  of  such  aids 
and  their  correlation  with  the  school  curriculum  will 
be  treated.  Some  attention  will  be  given  to  problems  of 
use  and  maintenance  of  projection  equipment. 

Prerequisite:  Senior  standing,  experience  in  teaching, 
or  consent  of  instructor.

Peoria 

Course:  Education  El  10,  Recent  Research  in  the 
Teaching  of  High  School  Subjects,  deals  with  prin- 
ciples of  learning  and  teaching  and  research  relating 
to  instructional  procedures  employed  in  subject  matter 
areas.  It  is  especially  appropriate  for  high  school 
teachers  who  are  interested  in  increasing  their  com- 
petence as  instructors.

Princeton 

Course:  Education  E125,  Advanced  Educational  Psy- 
chology, is  a  study  of  the  facts  and  principles  of 
psychology  as  they  apply  to  problems  of  education. 
The  characteristics  of  human  nature  will  be  studied 
from  both  the  individual  and  social  standpoints.  The 
results  of  recent  scientific  studies  of  human  develop- 
ment from  infancy  through  adolescence  and  adulthood 
will  be  examined  for  their  significance  to  educational 
workers.  Since  this  course  deals  with  materials  basic 
to  the  work  of  teachers,  supervisors,  counselors,  ad- 
ministrators, and  all  other  educational  workers,  it  is 
required  of  all  candidates  for  the  M.A.  or  M.S.  in 
Education.

Springfield 

Course:  Education  E122,  Educational  and  Vocational 
Guidance,  is  a  course  for  teachers,  administrators,  stu- 
dent advisers,  and  others  interested  in  becoming  more 
familiar  with  the  basic  principles  and  methods  of  guid- 
ance and  personnel  work.  This  course  will  afford  op- 
portunities to  study  problems  of  educational,  vocational, 
and  social  adjustment  and  related  matters,  and  to  con- 
sider means  of  dealing  with  these  problems  as  they 
occur  in  elementary  and  high  schools,  colleges,  and 
agencies  dealing  with  out-of-school  youth  and  adults. 
These  problems  will  be  explored  in  the  light  of  emer- 
gency conditions  created  by  the  war  as  well  as  from 
the  standpoint  of  developing  a  long-term  guidance 
program.  The  relationship  of  guidance  to  instruction, 
supervision,  and  administration  will  be  examined.    The 


place  of  the  guidance  specialist  will  be  given  some  at- 
tention, as  will  the  work  of  those  community  agencies 
which  can  assist  the  school.

Requirements  for  Admission 

Registration  in  any  of  these  courses  does  not  necessarily 
imply  registration  in  the  Graduate  School  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  There  are  three  different  types  of 
admission  to  these  courses: 

(a)  Admission  as  a  Visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  School  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge.  Reg- 
istration as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at  any 
future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course  attended 
by  him  as  a  visitor. 

(b)  Admission  to  Regular  Standing  in  the  Graduate 
School.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Graduate  School  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  School 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work 
towards  a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered 
on  the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

(c)  Admission  as  a  Special  Graduate  Student.  A  stu- 
dent with  a  low  undergraduate  record  but  otherwise 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  School  may  be 
admitted  as  a  Special  Graduate  Student.  A  student  in 
this  classification  is  not  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  The 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  has  authority  to  place 
such  a  student  in  regular  standing  and  to  count  work 
done  under  Special  status  for  a  degree  provided  the 
student's  graduate  record  proves  to  be  excellent. 


Registration  Procedure 

At  the  first  meeting  of  these  courses  the  instructor  will 
outline  the  nature  of  the  course  and  answer  the  ques- 
tions of  prospective  students  concerning  it.  There  will 
be  an  opportunity  to  register  at  the  first  meeting,  but 
the  official  date  for  registration  will  be  the  third  meet- 
ing. It  is  important  that  students  who  have  never  pre- 
viously enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School  write  at  once 
to  the  Registrar  for  application  blanks  and  submit  to 
him  their  official  credentials.  When  this  is  not  done, 
such  students  will  be  expected  to  present  official  creden- 
tials to  the  Registrar's  representative  who  will  be 
present  at  the  center  for  the  registration  meeting. 

All  students  should  be  prepared  to  pay  the  required 
fee  by  check  or  money  order  on  or  before  the  third 
meeting  of  the  class.  No  student  is  registered  until  his 
fees  are  paid  and  his  credentials  accepted. 


Credit  and  Fees 

Students  registered  in  extramural  courses  may  earn  a 
total  of  not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit 
during  an  academic  year,  unless  permission  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  School  is  obtained  in  advance  of 
registration.  Not  more  than  four  units  of  graduate 
credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  may  be  counted 
toward  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Master  of 
Science.  Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  is  ac- 
ceptable beyond  a  master's  degree  in  individual  cases  if 
the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  is 
obtained  at  the  time  of  registration  for  such  courses. 
A  late  registration  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  if  the 
student  does  not  complete  his  enrollment  before  the 
third  meeting  of  the  class.  Visitors  will  pay  regular  fees. 

Refunds:  In  general,  no  refunds  of  fees  will  be 
made.  However,  in  exceptional  cases,  application  for  a 
partial  refund  may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Director. 
Such  application  must  present  substantial  and  convinc- 
ing evidence  of  incapacity  to  pursue  the  course  as  a 
result  of  circumstances  not  within  the  control  of  the 
student.  No  refund  will  be  made  for  withdrawal 
effected  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.
